Well, there's three types you should consider. 


The first is the kind that has 3 'fingers'. Two are stationary, and the 
third 

moves like a pair of scissors between the two fixed blades. This removes 
a 'sliver' of metal the width of the spacing between the two fixed blades. 
While not technically what some people call a nibbler, it's a tool to 
consider. These even come air powered, and are common in body shops. 


The tools most people mean when they say a 'nibbler' is a squeeze tool 
that has a bit that sticks out the end. The bit is 'hooked' and squeezing 
the handle retracts the bit into the end of the tool. The end is usually 
a 

flat piece of carbide or hard steel. The ‘hook' of the tool grabs a piece 
of metal and 'nibbles' it off as it retracts. Makes a clean cut. 


These tools come in two varieties. One is a ‘wide' cut that is shallow, 
the other is a narrow cut that is deep. I had one tool that would cut 
about 1/4" wide but only about 3/32" deep, taking out little rectangles. 
I've also had tools that cut less than 1/8" wide, but just over 3/16" 
deep. The narrow and deep tool is better at cutting out large areas 

by going ‘around' them and taking out a 'plate'. The wide and shallow 
tool is better for doing things like 'widening' an opening. 


If you only get one tool, get a narrow nibbler, as it can usually fit 
where the wide ones can't. 


By the way, the RS tool is quite acceptable for the price. Before you 
invest in a 3-digit price tool, I'd get the RS tool and learn how to use 
it and what it does. You may even find that it does everything you 


need. 


In almost all cases, even the smallest tool will require a ‘start hole’ at 
LEAST 1/4" or more. And be aware that openings cut with any 

nibbler will be 'coarse'. It's amazing the little 'steps' you can leave 
with a nibbler that will catch fingers and draw blood! Be prepared 

to 'clean up' your work when you use a nibbler!

Actually, no. 


There were two different 'services' that shared what is called CB. 
What is normally called CB is the sets that were 100mw and over. 
Units that were essentially 'real' radios. In that case, morse was 
prohibited. 


The other service was the 'toy' service. These were lower power 
units. In some cases, they only had TX crystals, and had wide-band 
receivers. Finding even a working squelch on some of these units 


VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV 


was hard, except for the more top end units. These type units were 
unrestricted at the time (23 channel days) and some of these did 
have morse keys. 


With the advent of 40 channels (well, first 99 channels and then the 
FCC backpedaling to 40 before any were released) the commonly 
perceived "CB" service was left alone on the 40 channels, and the 
‘toy' service was moved off the CB frequencies and put into 49mhz. 


Sorry I don't recall the FCC regs or part number that refers to the 
services in question.
